01 In the past, the Board of Public 
Works has built streets, having no 
knowledge as to whether the re- 
quirements of the Water Board have 
been complied with. The Water 
Board, lacking in the same knowl- 
edge, proceeds in due time to tear 
up the same street for the purpose 
of installing water mains or pipes. 
This duplication or lack of" co-or- 
dination has cost the taxpayers plenty 
and will probably continue to do so 
if not changed. 
There should be a free exchange 


of trucks anoL equipment between the 
two departments. 
After all they are 


-both working for the same boss, the 
people of the City of Kingston 


The Board of Public Works has a 


garage, where competent mechanics 
are hired to make repairs. 
This 


should be a municipal garage where 
the wo* of all 
city departments 


should be done, not only the Public 
Works Department; If the new char- 
ter is adopted, this can be done. 


Before the installation last year oi 


the 12,000 gallon gasolene tank, the 
various city departments were buy- 
ing gasolene in small quantities -at 
high prices. , Now gasolene is' pur- 
chased in tank car lots for less than 
seven cents a gallon and all the de- 
partments of the city have been in- 
vited to buy their truck gasolene 
at this municipal tank. This is one 
example of the economies that may 
be effected by departmental coopera- 
tion which will be greatly increased 
if the new charter Js adopted.

cial. The charter has been drawn up

citizens. Kingston is now operating 
under old-time methods which are 
neither efficient nor economical. 


The firemen take umbrage at this 


clause in the charter: "The Fire De- 
partment'shall, as to its membership 
and component parts, remain as now 
constituted until the same shall be 
changed by action of the Common 
Council." 
Apparently Kingston firemen do 


not believe that Council, representing 
citizens, should exercise control over 
the department, of at least should 
bave power to make anychanges cal- 
culated to improve its effectiveness. 


This is a strange position for fire-

Trade Gains Too Slight 


A lower exchange rate would 


mean that more mark* would have 
to be paid~out for raw materials and 
for debts, should Germany ever de- 
cide to pay them. - 


Experts calculate that alight in- 


crease* in foreign trade which might 
be expected from a cheaper 
mark 


would not offset the Increased num- 
ber of marks it would take to buy 
raw materials. More good* might he 
told to the United State* and to the 
Far East, but not in sufficient quan- 
tities to Justify the act-

That Alaska settlement in the 


'Matanuska Valley, for which much

The government transported 


them to their -new home and has al 
ready done for them, perhaps, more 
tnaa was e\er done for any previous 
group of American pioneers. Tents, 
food, money and supplies of many 
kinds were provided 


Evidently there was considerable 


bungling, so that supplies, machinery, 
expert labor, etc., were not available 
BO promptly and fully as had been 
expected. 
But the moat surprising 


development has been the apparent 
expectation ot so many of the set- 
tlers that the government would do 
everything for them the first year. 
Stories of their standing around idly, 
complaining 
because 
permanent 


homes have not been built for them 
yet, or wells dug for them, are al- 
most incredible. Can none of these 
Settlers swing an ax, hew a log, 
build a cabin, dig a well? Canada

They say it would disrupt particu- 
larly the work of the fine American 
hospital at Nenilly. A counselor of 
the United States Embassy in Paris 
has made 'representations to this ef- 
fect with the Ministry of Foreign At- 
tain.

heat of the body to such an extent 
that it removes excess fat even more 
rapidly than can be accomplished by 
bard vigorous exercise is naturally 
going to become very popular with 
those who are overweight. 


The fact that it is a dangerous 


drug when an overdose is taken, or 
in those who are "sensitive" to it 
is not taken seriously by many be- 
cause of the fact that this drug— 
dinitrophenol—may be obtained at 
any drug store without a physician's 
prescription. 


Dr. M. L. Tainter, San Francisco, 


one of the original workers Kith 
this drug in the reduction of weight, 
issues a timely warning about the 
symptoms of dinitrophenol poisoning 
so that physicians and others may 
now keep the fact of the poisoning 
by this drug in mind. 


There Is nausea, flushed skin, rest- 


lessness, marked sweating, rapid and 
deep breathing, and fever. 
As tbe 


fever Increases the 
breathing 
be- 


comes very rapid and very deep un- 
til the victim is using all the muscles 
of bis chest In a terrific effort to 
force more air into the chest. There 
may be pain in the chest, tightness 
about the breastbone, as well as sen- 
sations of intense heat. 


Unfortunately there is no chemi- 


cal antidote that will overcome dini- 
trophenol In the body, so that treat- 
ment of the symptoms and removal 
of the drug from the body is the 
first thought. 


The stomach should be washed 


out with large volumes ot water 
preferably containing baking soda— 
about a tabl*epoonful to the pint— 
in order to overcome the acid of the 
stomach which would prevent the 
dinitrophenol dissolving in the wa- 
ter. A large volume of water may be 
left in the stomach to take the place 
of the water that has been lost by 
the profuse sweating. 


The fever may be overcome by 


putting the victim in a bathtub con- 
taining ice water, or in an ice pack. 
This will generally reduce the body 
temperature very quickly and keep 
it within normal limits. 
The cold 


prevents the dinitrophenol creating 
more heat. 
The abov« treatment baa been used 


successfully by Dr. Tainter and his 
associate* in the Emergency Service 
aad Hotpitals la Saa FraaclKO.

It Is a mistake to give babies too 


great a degree of physical luxury. 
The time to harden them is when 
they are very tiny and they should ' 
be inured to a certain amount of 
Spartan simplicity from infancy on. 
The natural tendency of e v e r y 
mother feeling her responsibility 
for th* helpless mite in her care I* 
to lavish on it every comfort and 
luxury available. She forgets that a 
time mutt come when that same 
little baby must face a world In- 
different to its well-being, and that 
making one's way in life Is neces 
sarlly harder for the Sybarite than 
for tbe boy or girl who does not de- 
pend too much on bodily comfort. 


A room at fever-beat and a hot 


bath are by no means essential to 
a baby's health, however pleasant 
they may be. After the first couple 
of weeks both room and bath can 
gradually be cooled until the baby 
at two months Is taking a very tepid 
bath, even a cool one, in a cool 
room. 


In the same way the baby can be 


accustomed to sleep with only a 
moderate amount of covering. The 
tendency of most mothers is to wrap 
the cbild too warmly/ Down quilts, 
extra layers of blankets, are tucked 
around it until it is a wonder it 
does not smother. Two or three 
warm woolen blankets should be 
quite enough tor a healthy child 
Its body will soon learn to supply 
the extra heat. 


The luxuries of life ,may be all 


right tor the old, but they sap the 
vitality, both physical and spiritual, 
of the young. Hard living and clear 
thinking are good Ideals to set be- 
fore children, and the clear think- 
ing depends on the hard living. Too 
much warmth and softness seem to 
slow up the mental processes: too 
much coddling to make for a lack of 
vlrll'ty and health in later life.

College Tours

Ithaca, N. Y., July 5.—Tours to 


the New. York state college of agri- 
culture to see and study dairy cattle, 
beef cattle, and other livestock, and 
pastures, are gaining in popularity 
this year, reports Montgomery Robin- 
son, professor of extension. 


Groups make arrangements to 


come at anytime, but Friday is the 
most popular day, he says. It is also 
the mo'st appropriate day for the de- 
partment of animal husbandry. The 
typical group averages about fifty 
persons, both farmers and home- 
makers. The wives have an oppor 
tunity to go through the state college 
of home economics to study the 
latest in homemaklHg.

Lincoln, Neb., July 5 (IP) —Eulace 


Peacock, a Temple University negro 
sophomore, today atood beside Ralph 
Metcalfe and Jesse Owens in the top 
flight of American track and field 
competition. 


Peacock, compact piece of athletic 


machinery who chased Owens to the 
tape in the N. C. A. A , m the na- 
tional senior A A U. championships 
yesterday flashed to a decisive vic- 
tory over Owens and Metcalfe in the 
100-meter event. 


And before incredulous thousands 


had ceased roaring 
their 
tribute, 


this same Eulace Peacock hurled his 
body through the air 26 feet 3 inches 
in the"broad jump to again steal a 
victory from Owens In an event In 
which the Ohio State star waa con- 
sidered supreme. 


Even the feat of the New York 


Athletic Club in winning its fourth 
straight team championsnip in the 
fa^e of stern competition from the 
Olmypic Clab of San Francisco paled 
Into insignificance beside Peacock's 
performance. 


The New York A. C. scored 
45 


points and the Olympic Club 39. 


Peacock's rise to fame came with 


the dazzling flash of 
a. skyrocket 


piercing a black sky. 
One moment 


a half dozen athletes, keyed to con- 
cert pitch, were 
prancing 
at the 


starting line, making several false 
starts in their nervous eagerness. 
' The next moment tbe thousands 
Of eyes watching Metcalfe and Owen 
saw another flying figure sweep 
abreast, then pull into the lead. It 
was Peacock, and his time of 10.2 
equalled the world record. Met- 
calfe was second, about a foot back, 
and Owens was in third place bare 
inches behind Metcalfe. 


A brisk, gusty wind that ranged 


from 7 to 11 miles an hour most of 
the afternoon probably robbed Pea- 
cock of recognition for his record 
time 


Owens gave everything he had in 


his nnal_broad jump, but the best 
he could get was three-quarters of 
an inch short of Peacock's mark. 


Metcalfe, who was bidding for his 


third consecutive grand slam In the 
sprints, received a measure of con- 
solation In the 
200-meter event, 


which he won in 21 seconds flat to 
better his own meet record of :21.3 
around a turn. However, it was tat 
expected this mark would stand be- 
cause of the wind.

Now Is Time to 


Get the Ragweed 


Ithaca, N. Y., July 5.—"To reduce 


hay fe*^r pet after tbg raf 
we«d 


now! 
Don't wait until the pollen 


begins to fly." urges Professor 
W. 


C. Muenscher of the New York state 
college1 of agriculture. 


"Most folks," he say*. "*° not 


think about hay fever until the rag- 
weed pollen starts flying through the 
air and* they hear sniffles. 
By that 


time It Is too late to do much about 
It except to take a vacation in some 
place free from ragweed. 


"The common ragweed begins to 


shed pollen around the end of July. 
Now most of the plants are less than 
one foot high and may be pulled 
easily. Destroy them in lot, garden, 
field, or meadow. Mow them, cut 
them down, hoe them oft, or pull 
them out before they begin to shed 
pojlen. Get youi neighbors to do 
the same. 
If you live in a city, 


town, or village, organize the resi- 
dents for the battle and approach 
the municipal authorities for support 
in destroying ragweeds In 
vacant 


lots, waste places, streets, and pub- 
lic places," Professor Muenscher ad- 
vises. 


"Many thousands of persons in 


New York state are subject to hay 
fever. 
Most of them suffer 
from 


autumn attacks. About nine-tenths 
of these cases are caused by rag- 
weeds. These plants, and others 
produce enormous quantities of pol- 
len Which is scattered by the wind in 
all directions. 
Persons who are 


susceptible to ragweed hay fever may 
come in contact with the pollen as 
they walk through fields, as they 
drive along highways, or as they 
sleep 'in bedroms with ordinary 
screens over the windows." 


Three' Periods of Suffering 


'.'Plants 4hat cause hay fever may 


be grouped Into three periods, based 
on when they cause the moat suf- 
fering. The first period begins in 
April and continues into June when 
such trees as willows, poplars, oaks, 
elms, birches, and alders shed their 
pollen. Very few persons 
suffer 


from hay fever from these pollens. 


"The second period begins in 


June and extends through July when 
many of the grasses and cereals 
shed pollen. 
In New York th« most 


prevalent hay fever grasses begin to 
ahed their pollen in the following 
order: Sweet vernal 
grass, June 


grass or Kentucky blue grass, or- 
chard grass, red top, and timothy. 


"The third and most troublesome 


hay fever period lasts from 'the mid- 
dle of .August until the first killing 
frosts. The ragweeds, false rag- 
weeds, marsh- elders, and cockleburs 
are the worst 
offenders. All of 


them produce and shed enormous 
amounts 
of 
wind-bourne 
pollen, 


often until the "first killing frosts. 


"The common or email ragweed," 


says Professor Muenscher, "Is native 
throughout most of the state except 
in the Adirondack mountains and in 
the higher parts of the Catskllls. 
It is an annual plant from two to 
three feet high, and produces finely 
divided,- dull-green,- rough leaves 
with a strong odor. 
t 
"The giant ragweed or klnghead 


isjalso native on rich soils and low- 
lands along streams. Its greatest 
development is in the western part 
of the state and along the larger 
rivers. It is also an annual' from 
six to .twelve feet high, with fewer 
and larger, course three-lobed rough 
leaves. 


"The western, or perennial ragweed 


is limited to small areas throughout 
the state and includes at least two 
places in the central Adirondacks 
which are free from 
native rag- 


weeds."
